HEW YORK, March 7—Twelve years 


ago I was standing on Fulton street, 
near the city hall, in what is now 
known as the Borough of Brooklyn, 
but then was known as the City of 
Brooklyn, and a very proud city it 
was—proud of its churches, proud of 
its preachers, proud ot its general 
morals, for then there were no profes- 
sional soiled doves to waylay the un- 
suspecting 
traveler who received 


his first lessons in wisdom by the way- 
side, and this soiled dove to impress 
her lessons more deeply on her pupil's 
mind, would relieve him of his gold 
watch, -a wedding gift, perchance, 
from his wife.

Each one wore a tall stove-pipe hab 
and carried an umbrella at shoulder 
arms. A Herculean brother carried a 
beautiful silk flag and about 20 feet 
in advance of the band was John Y. 
McKane, the King of Coney Island, 
the happiest man that 
had ever 


marched outfof the City of Churches. 
He had just downed the old boss and 
he knew It. It was the vote of Coney 
Island that put Benjamin Harmon in 
the White House, and it was John Y. 
McKane that did it, and he was now 
on his way to Washington to congrat- 
ulate him on his coronation, or his in- 
auguration, I should have said, with 
his Gillies 400 strong, to give Brother 
Ben a goodspeed and a good send off. 
As J.Y. McKane passed the reviewing 
stand his column turned and raised 
three ringing cheers, the president 
gave them the most decided acknowl- 
edgement given to any body of men 
on that day. 


It was a proud day entirely for the 


McKanes when be arrived back in 
Brooklyn with John Y.;McKane Dem- 
ocratic association. He said it had so 
Increased in size that there wasn't a 
hat In Brooklyn to fit him. 
Without 


opposition he took Coney Island and 
everything ahead of it. Another elec- 
tion was to take place and some curi- 
ous politicians in Brooklyn desired 
to see the poll list which gave Coney 
Island three times as many votes as 
there were Inhabitants. The question 
was bow it was done, and that no fel- 
low could find out. They inquired of 
Mr. McKane -but he was too busy; 
they tried to get possession of the poll 
list and the result was they were 
kicked into the street. They still 
kept on and Mr. McKane had them 
locked up from Saturday until Mon 
day, when Mr/'Sutherlind, John Y. 
McKane's justice or the peace, got out 
of the way and there was no one else 
to take bail. But the Brooklyn poli- 
ticians would not let go, .so they got a 
writ of 
mandamus and sent that 


down to John Y. McKane, command- 
ing him to place the poll lists in the 
possession of the parties who wished 
to examine them. 


John Y. McKane took the writ in 


his left hand and striking it with a 
club with his other, ne struck it so it 
fell on the ground, then grinding it 
with his heel in the mud, he said to 
deputy who brought the writ: "Them 
things don't go here," and turned 
away. 


When the news reached Brooklyn 


the city was all aflame and in a very 
short time Mr. McKane was arrested 
and placed under several thousand 
dollars bail. He was indicted by the 
grand jury, tried and sonvicted of his 
•crime, %nd was sentenced to state's 
prison for several years. He served 
his term out and returned to Brook- 
lyn, a broken-hearted man, where he 
died. 
The companions of his infamy 


and crime who fled like rats from a 
sinking ship, were contented to secure 
their own safety by betraying their 
companion in shame. 


We are bad enough at present but 


no such crime as John Y. McKane 
was guilty of, is possible at the pres- 
ent time.

More Troops to South Africa. 


London, March 8.—Whatever nego- 


tiations are proceeding, and Mr. Kru- 
ger declares tbey can only be for an 
armistice, the government evidently 
has no Intention of slackening re- 
inforcements. The war office issued 
a detailed ..statement of transports that 
are to sail for South Africa within 
the coming week with 12,000 troops.
